Mr. Henderson, however, 
was further guilty of an even more grave 
Suppressio veri. » whole argument in 
favour of the Stockholm Conference, as we 
have pointed ‘out repeatedly, 
absolutely upon the presumed basis of the 
desire of Revolutionary Russia. The 
Russian Soviet was originally responsible 
for the proposal, which was adopted by the 
Russian Govertment. Admittedly, all that 
was to be said for the proposal was that 
the Allies ought to take account of the 
feelings of a revolutionary democracy, and 
that refusal to entertain the proposal 
would be gravely misunderstood in Russia, 
That was the. conclusion at which Mr. 
Henderson arrived during his visit to 
Petrograd. If, however, Revolutionary 
Russia had changed her mind, the whole 
argument in favour of British attendance 
at Stockholm incontinently collapsed ; 
there was nothing whatever left to be said 
for it. On Friday morning, before the. 
Labour Party Conference met, the Govern- 
ment received from the strong and stable 
Government which M. Kerensky has estab- 
lished in Petrograd a most important com- 
munication. It stated that “although the 
Russian Government did not deem it pos- 
sible to prevent Russian delegates from 
taking part in the Stockholm Conference, 
it regarded it as a party concern, and its 
decision as in no wise binding on the 
liberty of action of the Government.” A 
covering letter declared that the bringing 
of this information before the British 
Government was hastened for the specific 
reason that the argument that “ Russia 
ardently desired the Stockholm Confer- 
ence,” was being used to influence British 
labour in favour of attendance. This 
capitally important document was con- 
veyed to Mr. Henderson by the War 
Cabinet with a request that he would com- 
municate it to the Labour Party Confer- 
ence. It is almost incredible, but it is 
true, that he failed to do so. The dele- 
gates, therefore, in Mr: Lloyd' George's 
words, “were left in ignorance of a vital 
matter which must necessarily have 
affected their judgment.” With the 
Prime Minister's letter before us, we can

Mr. Henderson Resigns. 


We said on Saturday that the decision 
of the Labour Party Conference on the 
previous day to send delegates to Stock- 
holm raised at once an urgent question of 
Mr. Henderson's relations with his col- 
leagues in the War Cabinet. Mr. Hender- 
son has now resigned his membership of 
the War Cabinet, at the instance, as we 
gather from the correspondence which has 
passed between him and the Prime 
Minister, of Mr. Lloyd George; for Mr. 
Henderson, in tendering his resignation to 
the Prime Minister, says: “ At our inter- 
view last night [ gathered you had reached 
the conclusion that my retention of the 
position of Secretary of the Labour Party 
was nó longer compatible with my member- 
ship of the War Oabinet.” That Mr. 
ldoyd George could reach any other con- 
clusion, in the cireumstances which he dis- 
closes in his letter accepting Mr. Hender- 
son’s resignation, was not- conceivable. 
Issues of such enormous importance are 
involved in the question of the Stockholm 
Conference that the Prime Minister is 
abundantly justified in taking the first 
epportunity of making this very remark- 
able revelation of the circumstances which 
surrounded Mr. Henderson's speech last 
Friday. Mr. Henderson will presumably 
explain his conduct in the House of Com- 
mons to-day, but it {s difficult to see what 
defence he ean offer in mitigation of the 
very grave charges which the Prime 
Minister brings against him. In the first 
place, Mr. Henderson's colleagues in the 
War Cabinet. were, to his knowledge, 
‘unanimously opposed” to the Stockho 
Conference.

The trouble with | 
the tillage farmer is to get manure for the | 
extra 10 per cent. tillage this year, and | 
the only way to get that extra manure is 
by stall-feeding more cattle. If Lord | 
Rhondda’s prices are to stand the tillage 
farmers of Louth and Meath assert that 
they cannot stall-feed cattle at all, and 
ask the question from where, then, is the 
manure to come. Sir Thomas Russell ’ 
quoted Lord Rhohdda’s very vague sugges- 
tion of a reduction in the price of feed- 
ing stuffs for cattle, “provided that the 
tonnage is available for bringing 
in the raw material” The Food 
Controller's ‘live horse and you'll get 
grass ” is surely a very unbusinesslike 
method of dealing with a farmer who is 
discussing the priees the Minister has 
arbitrarily fixed. Had Lord Rhondda 
fixed the price of feeding-stuffs definitely, 
and not “ provisionally,” when issuing his 
Order, most of the confusion which has now 
arisen might have been avoided. The 
deputation represented tillage farmers en- 
gaged in mixed farming, and their spokes- 
men made the point that the only class of 
farmers that are going to reap benefit 
under the Order are the big graziers, who 
were described by one speaker as “ the 
shirkers” in connection with the increase 
of tillage. According t> Mr Gill, the 
Secretary of the Department, the point of 
view of the Food Contreller is that he 
wants to get the price cf food down for 
the people at large, and particularly for 
the poor of the cities. Obviously Lord 
Rhondda is seeking to achieve his purpose 
by a very faulty method. If his prices 
are to stand the Irish farmers will not 
only be without manure for extra tillage, 
but they will be able to market a very much 
reduced quantity of beef. The collapse 
in prices at the Dublin Cattle Market on 
Thursday may well be regarded as a danger 
signal. One of our correspondents points 
out to-day that it is due to a natural desire 
on the part of the farmers to eut their 
losses in face of the fixed prices, and that 
such a desire might well develop into little 
less than panic, and result in the flooding 
of the autumn market with all sorts of 
stock in the wild rush to “get out.” In 
this connection it is to be noted that the 
Meat Trades Jowrnal, which is the official 
organ of the English and Scottish meat 
trade and of the great Smithfield Market, 
and has iniy no “ pro-farmer ” bias, 
considerable alarm.

With regard to these limited 
quantities the first impression is that the 
amount is totally inadequate unless, first, 
there is a very mild winter; secondly, that 
fire grates are of the most economical and 
modern type; and thirdly, that there 
are other means of heating No 
carés or tickets are required, merely a 
requisition to a registered coal merchant 
subject to check and approval. It can 
be anticipated that there will not only be 
strenuous opposition to this very latest in 
orders, but that it will be found inopera- 
tive. The Coal Controller some months 
ago invited consumers to fill up their 
cellars if they could afford to do so. But 
whether the wish of the public could be 
carried out was another matter. In the 
meantime, a few weeks have yet to elapse

The Prime Minister's letter to Mr. 

enderson came as a surprise, I think, to 
most people. It is true that some of the 

pers on Saturday morning called for Mr. 
Henderson 's dismissal in no uncertain 
terms. But so cautious an organ as the 
Westminster Garette declared yesterday 
afternoon that “ the only way ” was ' for 
the Government to follow their own line 
to its logical conclusion. 
to Labour, as they told the House of Com- 
mons they would, they must ahide by the 
decision of Labour. Mr. Henderson must 
remain in the Government, hisopponents in 
the Labour Party must accept the vote of 
the Conférence, and an end be made of a 
quarrel which must be a serious matter for 
the Government and the country.” 

But the result has been “very other- 
wise,” as the Westminster is fond of saying. 
Its eirenicon was evidently composed in 
total ignorance of the facts contained in 
Mr. Lloyd George's letter of ‘dismissal, as, 
in view of its terms, one must describe it. 
That Mr. Henderson, after intimating to 
his colleagues that he had changed his 
mind about Stockholm, should have 
suddenly changed it again and used his 
influence to advise the Labour Party to 
send delegates instead of dissuading them 
from dóing so, was sufficiently improper. 
But it was comparatively venial as com- 


pared with his suppression of the vital 


fact that the Russian Government had sent 
an official message contradicting the pre- 
valent belief that “Russia ardently de- 
sired the Steckholm Conference.” Knowing 
that this message had been received, it 
seems scarcely credible that Mr. Hender- 
son should have permitted himself to use 
these words in his speech at the Labour 
Conference in reference to Ruissia’s atti- 
tude :— “I admit that such evidence as I 
have, though it is very slight, suggests 
that there _ i been some modification of 
the position of the new Government as 
compared with the old on the question of 
the proposed Conference.” What stronger 
evidence could he desire than the official 
message, backed by the covéring letter of 
the Russian Minister, to show that there 
had not been merely “ some modification ” 
of the Russian attitude, but that it had 
profoundly changed since he was in Petro- 
grad ? 

Mr. Henderson may be able to make out 
a case for himself in the speech which he 
will doubtless deliver in the House of 
Commons to-morrow, but he will have great 
difficulty, I am afraid, in proving that the 
Prime Minister was guilty of over-state- 
ment in saying that his action “does not 
opptes to have been fair either to the 
sovernment or to the delegates.’’ If the 
Prime Minister had been in church this 
morning he must have been struck by a 
passage in the first lesson, “ Now see to 
thine own house, David.” Unless the new 
situation is handled with great firmness 
there is a distinct danger that Mr. Hender- 
son in his fall may bring the Cabinet 
toppling down with him. 

This is not the only instance, unfor- 
tunately, in which Mr. Lloyd George’s new 
constitutional machinery has brought 
In his desire to break 
with the system of unwieldly Cabinets and 
their tendency to over discussion and 
delay, he went to the other extreme, and 
set up his War Cabinet of half-a-dozen 
Ministers without portfolios, who were to 
be solely mamnel with getting on with 
the war. But the result has not been 
wholly satisfactory. It left the Cabinet 
out of direct touch—save for the occa- 
sional attendance of Mr. Bonar Law—with 
public opinion, as represented in the House 
of Commons. This would be an impossible 
situation except in war time, and even in 
war time it is not without its dangers, par- 
ticularly for an Administration which has 
no large blec of supporters. The narrow 
escape if had over the Reconstruction Bill 
the other day is an instance in point. 

Then, again, the doctrine of “ collective 
responsibility "” seems to have gone by the 
board. To take the latest example, Mr. 
Henderson could not have dreamed of 
taking the line he did at the Labour Con- 
ference if he had had the doctrine in mind. 
But there have been plenty of other, if 


minor, examples of the same laxity both | 


inside and outside the Cabinet. The con- 
tradictory declarations regarding the posi- 
tion of the Welsh Church Bill, the friction 
between the National Service Department 
and the other departments, the com- 
peting claims for men between the War 
Office and the Board of Agriculture, Mr. 
Macpherson’s ignorance of the instructions 
issued by Sir Alfred Keogh, and, lastly, 
the action of the Food Controller in fixing 
the prices for cattle without reference to 
Mr. Prothero—these things could hardly 
have occurred in an Administration where 
“collective responsibility was thoroughly 
understood and appreciated. 

If the Government survives the present 
orisis—-Mr. Garvin talks omniously to-day 
of the possibility that a General Election 
may be necessary to solve it—the Prime 
Minister will be well advised to see if, 
without weakening his Government as an 
instrument of war, he cannot devise means 
of bringing it into closer touch with public 
opinion and tightening up its machinery 
generally, so as 40 avoid the present ten- 
dency of its various parts to fly off at a 
tangent, Personally, I have always felt 
a little doubtful of the “without port- 
folio” theory. Most men are the better 
for having some regular work to tie them 
down. and steady them, and I am not sure 
that the doctrine does not apply even to 
Ministerial super-men. I do not think 
Mr. Henderson, for example, would have 
found “time or had imelination for his 
unfortunate vagaries if he had had to 
spend the mornings in a department and 
his afternoons in the House of Commons. 

Very little interest was taken over here 
in the Kilkenny election. After recent 
events it was generally assumed that the 
Sinn Fein candidate would be returned. 
The-only thing about it which has caused 
a certain amount of surprise is the extra- 
ordinarily small poll. It is so long since 
we had an election that peor had for- 
otten the existence of these tiny Irish 

oughs. When the question of redistri- 
bution comes up again in the discussion 
of the Representation of the People Bill 
there is sure to be an attempt to rub in 
the moral of Kilkenny as a proof that Ire. 
land’s constituencies need re-arrangement.

FRENCH SOCIALISTS’ 


DECLARATION. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PARIS, SaTorpar. 


The representatives of the Socialist Party met 
this afternoon, when, after a long speech -by 
M. Bracke on “the moment for peace,” the 
following declaration was 

The French Socialist Party is not coming to 
Stockhelm to seek there a compromise peace, 
which would leave the fate of nations in gus- 
pense and at the mercy of fresh wars. It is 
coming there to say that respect for the right 
of nations, respect for treaties, and a pledge to 
submit in future all possible conflicts to imter- 
national justice ean alone constitute an accept- 
able peace. It is coming there to ask all 
Socialists whether they condemn the Govern- 
ments. which were responsible for the violations 
which have been committed and for the origin 
of thé war, and whether, having pronounced 
these condemnations, the Socialists will act 
— those Governments in order to sharten 
the war and save the honour and the life of 
the nations. It is coming there to demand that 
those Governments which still refuse to do this 
should be compelled by Socialist action to make 
known their aims in the war, and to make 
known whether they are ready to make the 
reslorations demanded by the law of nations, 
and to declare publicly Ghother they still intend 
to go on arming in order to secure peace. It 
is coming there to ask whether those Socialists 
who persist in giving their moral and materia! 
aid to the Governments which are guilty will be 
able to remain members of the Internationale, 
and whether 


the Internationale will not 
recognise as belonging to it only those who, by 
denouncing those w are responsible, 
that thev are determined to accomplish acts 
which will give strength and life to the Inter- 
nationale, and at the same time’ lead the 
nations towards a beneficent peace.

The 
Conference must be called in agreement with 
the representatives of the Executive Committee 
of the International Socialist Bureau. It must 
be composed of delegates with proper mandates 
from parties regularly affiliated to the Inter- 
nationale, and from an organisation having the 
right of representation at internatiohal Con- 
gresses. 

In order that an International Conference 
may produce useful effects, it is necessary that 
all sections should, first of all, declare them- 
selves regarding the following principle —~In 
case of warlike agewession on the part of one 
or several Powers, the proletariat of the nation, 
or nations, attacked has the right ¢4 assistance 
from all the proletariats of all nations, hel. 
ligerent or not, an assistance which may. ac. 
cording to the possibilities: and circumstances 
prevailing in each country, be anything from 
a simple proteat to armed intervention against
